One of the first attempts, and it was a successful one, to establish a 
cheap Book-Club was made by Robert Burns. He had founded a So- 
ciety at Tarbolton, called the Bachelor’s Club, which met monthly for 
the purposes of discussion and conversation. But this was a club with" 
out books; for the fines levied upon the members were spent in convi- 
viality. Having changed his residence to Mauchline, a similar club was 
established there, but with one important alteration:—the fines were 
set apart for the purchase of books, and the first work bought was ‘ The 
Mirror,’ by Henry Mackenzie. Dr. Currie, the biographer of Burns, in 
recording this fact, says: “ With deference to the Conversation Society 
of Mauchline, it may be doubted whether the books which they pur- 
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tion; when, somehow, it was discovered that a new book of wonderful 
talent had come out of the North. Another and another came, and in 
a few years the old circulating library was ruined. The Burneys, and 
Edgeworths, and Radcliffes, and Godwins, and Holcrofts, who had mixed 
with much lower company upon the librarian’s shelves, still held a 
place. But the Winters in London and Winters in Bath, the Midnight 
Bells, the Nuns, and the Watch Towers, retired from business. There 
was then a new epoch in the circulating-library life. The literature of 
travels and memoirs timidly claimed a place by the side of the fashion- 
able novel, which asserted its dignity by raising its price toa guinea and a 
half. The old legitimate stupidity, which did very well before the trade 
was disturbed, would no longer “circulate.” But the names of the pro- 
ducers of the higher fiction were not “Legion.” “Something new * 
must still be had. To meet the market, every variety of west-end au- 
thorship was experimented upon. The number to be printed could be 
calculated with tolerable exactness, according to the reputation of the 
writer,—and this calculation regulated the payment of copyright, from 
fifty pounds, and five hundred printed, to the man without a name, up 
to fifteen hundred pounds, and an impression of three thousand, to “ the 
glass of fashion.” But in this department of the commerce of literature, 
as it will be in the end with every branch upon which the growth of 
popular intelligence is operating,—the rubbish is perishable, has per- 
ished; the good endureth. 
The circulating library is now, in many instances, a real instrument 
of popular enlightenment. Yet in scme of the smaller towns, and in 
watering-places where raffles have their charm, and a musical perform- 
ance is patronised in the ‘ Fancy Repository,’ by “ audience fit though 
few,” there the circulating library may be studied in its ancient brilliancy. 
There are still preserved, with a paper number on their brown leather 
backs, and a well-worn bill of terms of subscription on their sides, those 
volumes, now fading into oblivion, whence the writers of many a penny 
journal of fiction are drawing and will still draw their inspiration. 
Many of these relics of a past age will live over again in shilling vol- 
umes with new titles. The heroes and heroines will change their names ; 
the furniture of the apartments in which they utter their vows of love 
will be modernized ; every sentence which in the slightest degree ap- 
proaches the vulgar will be softened down or obliterated. There is a 
great deal yet to be done in this way; and the metamorphosis will *go 
on and prosper. In the mean while the circulating libraries, both in 
London and the provinces, are supporting a higher literature of fiction 
than those of the past generation ; and they find also that there are other 
volumes almost as attractive as the last new novel. They are doing 
the same work as the book-clubs. Both these modes of co-operation 
have had the effect of making the demand for a book that is at once 
solid and attractive more certain than the old demand by individual 
purchasers. The certainty of the demand necessarily produces a grad- 
ual reduction of price. An average demand is created, resulting from an 
average of taste in those who belong to book-societies, and subscribe to 
circulating libraries. But these channels for the sale of new books are 
not materially influenced by lowness of price. Cheapness is greatly in- 
fluential with the private purchaser; but very many are content with 
the reading of a new book, through the club or the library, who would 
never buy it for their own household. This first demand is one of the 
means by which good books may be cheapened for a subsequent large 
issue for the permanent home library. In “The Life of Lackington” 
there is the following passage :—‘I have been informed that, when cir- 
culating libraries were first opened, the booksellers were much alarmed ; 
and their rapid increase added to their fears, and led them to think that 
the sale of books would be much diminished by such libraries. But ex- 
perience has proved that the sale of books, so far from being diminished 
by them, has been greatly promoted; as from these repositories many 
thousand families have been cheaply supplied with books, by which the 
taste of reading has become much more general, and thousands of books 
are purchased every year by such as have first borrowed them at those 
libraries, and after reading, approving of them, have become pur- 
chasers.”—Cuartes Kyicur.

The Asiatic Society at Paris has commenced the publication of a “Col 
lection d’Auteurs Orientaux.” Ibn Betuta’s Travels, Masudi’s ‘ History of the 
World,’ and Ibn Hisham’s ‘ Life of Mahomet,’ are the first printed works in the 
series. Of Ibn Betuta’s Travels two volumes have appeared already,—the 
third volume is to follow speedily ; the first volume of Masudi's ‘ History’ is 
almost in print. Ibn Betuta, it will be remembered, belongs to the most re- 
markable class of travellers in the Middle Ages. Born at Morocco, in 1302, 
he made, in 1325, his pilgrimage to Mecca, from which time he gave himself 
up to a wandering life, enchanted, as it were, by the sight of the devotional 
congress “of all nations” at the birthplace of the Prophet, and engulphed, 
by its means, into the vortex of the many-peopled East. He was in India 
and China, in Russia and Persia, nay, even in the interior of Africa, where 
he lived for several years at Timbuctoo. For some time he was First Judge 
at Delhi, and Ambassador of the Great Mogul in China. After having spent 
more than thirty years in various countries, he wrote down his experiences 
at Tangier, unfolding in his report a lively picture of the East, as it was at 
that time. These Travels are to fill, in the new Paris edition, five volumes. 
The Arabic original will be accompanied by a French translation by MM. 
Defremery and Sanguinetti. 


The Librairie Nouvelle at Paris has purchased the right to print an edition 
of 10,000 copies of the works of the late Madame Emile de Girardin (Del- 
phine Gay), in eight volumes, at the price of 1 franc each. The first volume, 
containing the tales, ‘Le Lorgnon,’ ‘La Canne de M. de Balzac,’ and ‘Il ne 
faut pas jouer avec la Douleur,’ has just been published. The next volume, 
containing ‘ Les Contes d’une Vieille Fille a ses Neveux,’ is to follow imme- 
diately. These tales of an old maid, it is well known, are held in high esteem 
in France, and considered to be quite little master-pieces in their genre. 


Herr Friedrich Bodenstedt, we read in the German papers, has written 
a tragedy, ‘Demetrius,’ which is to be represented, for the first time, at 
Vienna. 


Victor Hugo is about to publish his “ Contemplations,” a poem of some 
twelve thousand lines. It is said that there are no references to contempo- 
rary history, so that it will probably be tolerated in France. 


It is said that the poet Rogers has left five volumes of Memoirs, ready for 
the press, in the hands of his exeeutor and publisher, Mr. Moxon, of London. 
A volume of “ Recollections of the Table Talk of Samuel Rogers,” by the 
Rev. Alexander Dyce, is announced by Messrs. Ticknor & Fields, Boston. 


Mr. Charles Tomlinson, an enthusiastic friend of chess, has proved himself 
a friend to chess-players by editing for them a Chess-Player’s Annual, for 
the year 1856. Its contents, by several hands, are always original, very 
various, and full of pleasant reference to the great central theme. It con- 
tains not only games and problems, but also a great many aphorisms and 
anecdotes. 


Tne Catcutatine Macnine.—Chambers’ Journal says that the calculating 
machine turns out to be amore complete and important instrument than was 
at first believed. It will caleulate the power of biquadratie equations, the 
logarithms for falling bodies from different heights, for projectile forces, 
tables, or signs, &e., and all by the slow motion of a winch turned by hand. 
And what is more, it stereotypes the columns of figures after having caleu- 
lated them. It is a most remarkable piece of mechanism, highly honorable 
to the inventor,

1. CONTRIBUTORS AGREE TO CONTRIBUTE TO NO OTHER TRADE SALES IN NEW YORK, BESIDES THOSE AUTHOR. 
IZED BY THE COMMITTEE. 


2. The names of all contributors shall be drawn by lot, and the places of their invoices on the Catalogue shall be in the order they are thus 
drawn. Invoices of Stationery, Stereotype Plates, and Catholic Books, shall be placed together respectively by lot, and no two separate portions 
of the sale shall be carried on at the same time. 

3. The quantities of books invoiced in the Catalogue to be sold without reserve. The contributor to have the right at the time of sale to sell 
an additional quantity of any line, not exceeding in amount that named in the Catalogue; unless the quantity named in the Catalogue shall be 
sufficient to amount at the retail price to $100, or upwards, in which case the contributor may duplicate without limit. Withdrawals or addi- 
tions (except under this rule), to be notified to the auctioneers, at least one week before the sale. 

4. Each line of the Catalogue to include a sufficient number of books to amount, at the retail price, to at least twenty-five dollars. 

5. No less quantity to be sold in one lot (except in case of balances) than is sufficient to amount, at the retail price, to five dollars. 

6. All books offered in the Catalogue to be in the hands of the Auctioneers before the sale commences. Any additional quantities sold, 
under the rules, to be delivered to the Auctioneers within twenty days after the conclusion of the sale. 

7. After the wants of the bidder have been supplied, any one desiring the balance, to have the preference over others desiring smaller lots 
When balances are offered a second time for competition, the lots shall be doubled; the third time, quadrupled; and so on, until all are sold. 

8. None but booksellers to be allowed to bid, or become purchasers at the sales. 

9. The Auctioneers to guarantee the delivery of all books sold, within thirty days after the close of sale. 

10. The Auctioneers shall cause all books to be insured while in their possession, to an amount within their value, estimated at Trade Sale 
Prices, when desired by the owners, charging therefor the cost of Insurance.
